otherwise  they  should  be  set  out  as  soon  as  the  frost  leaves  the  ground 
in  the  spring,  as  growth  begins  very  early.  Mulch  the  roots  with  old 
manure.  Set  out  1  8  inches  apart,  and  keep  well  watered.  The  Phlox  will 
be  the  pride  of  the  garden.
